Scafide and Commissioner Cyril Glover 
told the EAGLE this morning. The 


one-half cent would be added to tha 
present two-cent sales tax now in ef- 
fect, but would be returned to the c.ty. 

With the loss of funds from the 
state which were previously used to 
run the city, either the sales tax musl 
be levied or the deficit made up by 
an ad valorem tax hike. 

Bay St. Louis paid $134,262.12 in 
1953 revenue, with an anticipated 20 
per cent return of that total bringing 
in approximately $26,862.49, according 
to a letter to the city from the State 
Tax Commission, 

The city officials said the municipal 
sales tax was authorixed under H.B 
359 of the 1954 Legislature. To be 
put into effect, they explained, a reso- 
lution must be published 4 weeks with 
an election following in 30 days, 

The officials said reports that ap- 
proval of 60 per cent of the qualified 
voters was required to pass the reso- 
lution were erroneous. They stressed 
the fact that approval of 60 per cent 
of “votes cast” was required to author- 
ize the tax. 

Mayor Scafide and Commissioner 
Glover said the money would be 
earmarked for schools, waterworks and 
operation of the city. 

The Mayor and Commissioner point 
ed out that there had been no city ad 
valorem tax raise in 6 years, but if the 
sales tax failed to be approved a boost 
in ad valorem taxes would be neces- 
sary.
